to keep your body back from the nMmsai he rieee; never pull ahen going o«er a 
leay, and avoid atooe-eoping when you can; keep near eitough to hounde to see 
thain get along ; U is quite sufBcient if you are well plac^ i if not, and riding a 
fleet horse, wait for long light soil to make up, and do not distress him ia low 
heavy bottoms. There is a great advantage in well-bred horses: they go through 
* and deep country much more readdy and with greater ease to themselves 
than common ours. This much advised, we will now li>ok to tlie hunt. 

The moment the fox watjovnd, it wns confusion worse confounded; those 
who knowingly made a cast to tlie right were quite taken aback by tite fox facing 
the leA, and rode desperately to regain their lost places; arid wliat with the flash¬ 
ing of scarlet here, and there, a clasning of hoofs everywhere, a banging of gates, 
a tailing at gape, and a cry of hounds in all directions, one, a stranger to such 
scenes, might imagine he had fdlen on some scene of chaos and diaordar, quite 
overloukeif in the arrangement of Nature to the rules of order and regularity. 

Tbecourae the fox toek on that day was a long and arduous one; soil light, 
and heavy at intervala, suflleieni to try the sfieed and bottom of the horses; and 
as the reader may pouibly take an interest in learning the state of hunting 
ground in Ireland, I will recapitulate tlie chase. 

Afler leaving the covert, the hounda made for a low deep glen, from tlie other

Wa Are ptiiMtl lo record the death of AiJermaii Samlxi. Purdt, Eaq. one of 
our moat influenlinl and wealthy citizena. Mr. Purdy was a native of Weat- 
•healer County, in thie State, but removed lo this city at an early period of his 
liiik He suon acquired the esteem and confidence of his fellow citizens, by whom 
be has been rejteatedly elected to important offices of honor and trust. Ilia name 
has long been identified with the interests of tlie rity, and he has been distin¬ 
guished not less for his public spirit, thnn for private acta of charity and benevo¬ 
lence. The high character sustained by Mr. Purdy in all the relations of society 
is a severe reproof to the bigotted fanatics at the North, who "deal out dninna- 
lion" against the Turf and its accessories, and while those in his former line of 
life will never think of him without being reminded that " Honesty is the best 
policy," his exunplc will ever be e strong inducement to those who succeed him, 

(o follow the straight path which led the late Alderman Purdy to wealth, to ho¬ 
nor, and the eminent regard of his fellow citizens. 

Mr. Purdy’s name is identified with the history of the American Turf, and 
will go down thiough all time associated with that of Eci.ipri, as " The High 
Mettled Racer and his Honest Rider." It was in a great degree owing to his ad¬ 
mirable skill and jnckeyship that Kclipse beat Henry, in the great match race 
between the North and the South, in 182.3, rome |mrticulars of which at this time, 
may not be uninteresting. 

Eclipse, by Duroc, out of Miller’s Damsel, was foaled May 25, 18N, at Doso- 
ris, dueen’s Co., Long Island, and was bred by Gen. Nathaniel Coles. Ilis 
first raee wasnt Newmarket, L 1., in May, |8|8, tlien in his five year old form, 
when he bent Black Eyed Susan and Sen Gull, the best three mile horse of the 
day, with perfect ease, in two heats of three miles. In IHI9 he won three four 
mile races on Long Isla'id, tite huit one on the 15th Oct., having covered in the 
Spring, and in 1820 stood for mares at $12,50! He served 87 marcs the ensuing 
season at the same price, without licing taken up. In May of 1822, he lie.at Sir 
Walter, 4 mile heats, in 7:51—8, and in October, of same year, won another 4 
failerac.e in 7:58, walking through the second heat. Eclipse was sold to C. W. 
RtNBT, Esq., on the 15th March, 1819, who, a few days previous to his race in 
|8iK2, published the challenge which resulted in the annexed agreement. [The 
whole corrcspondenc.e would swell this article to too great a length, wc tliercfure 
give the facts as briefly as possible.] 

"C. W. Va.s Ranst, of New York, asrccs to run his horse Ameriran Htlipse 
against .S'ir Chtirltf, owned by JaSIKk J. iIahri.mon, of Virginia, four mile lieals,

"JaHps J. IliaRisoN, of Virginia, ogrees to run Sir ( hurUs against the 
Amrrieirii Krlipae, u|Hin the above conditions. 

" It is further iigrei-d Iwiwcen said parties, that tlw usual number of Judges 
■hall be chosen by tbeiii, to eonsisl of res|H<t(ible genlleuieii, eaeli party rliiNising 
oiie, and the iicrsoii so cboseii to choose ,i third (trrson; that the money shall l>c 
deposited win the Cashier of the Branch Bunk at Washington, by ilic Isi nf 
NovemU.T next, and in the event of either refusing to comply with this agree¬ 
ment, the luiriy refusing eoiiiplianee, to forfeit to llie other one lialf of the sum 
d-‘|v«itefl.’' 

In pursuance of the almve agreeiiiimi, a friend of .Mr. Van RaV.st proeeisled 
to Washington, ami on the 1st of Novemlx-r met Mr. IIaiiri.von. The forfeit 
money S.'ilini) each, was de|H>sited, and the time for runniiig fixed for the 20ili of 
(hat month. 

November 20th, 1822, at the hour of startine, the horses were hrought out, 
and the riders inouiiled; but here Mr. liAaHiso.s- gave notice Ihiit he would jiay 
the forfeit, ns his horse had met with an aerhlfnl, and was unable to run more 
than one heat; at the same time he projioseil to run a single four mile heat, for 
$1500 each. This was inslaiitly agreed to, and accordingly the liorses started 
Eclipse ientling from the seme in fine style. At the distance of 100 rods from the 
winning post, on the last round, Sir (Charles bnike down, Eclipse at this mnmeBi 
having passed the goal. The first niund «’as run in one minute and fifiy-five se- 
sonds, and tlm boat in eight minutes and four seconds. It may be proper to re¬ 
mark, that in this race Sir Charles carried 120lbs., Eclipse I2(ilb8. 

In the evening of tlic sanie day, Wiu.iam R. Joiinso.n, Esq. of Petersburgh, 
Va. oflered to produce a horse, un {ibe last Tuesday in May, 1823, to run four 
mile heats against Ekiipse, over the Union Course on Lung Island, agreeably to 
the rules of that Course, for $20,000 a side, $3000 forfeit. This w'as agreed to, 
literally making it " Eclipse against the world!" 

On Tuesday, May 27th, 1823, a day that will ever be memorable in the ra¬ 
cing annals of America, Cul. Johnson, on the [lart of the South, which had the 
privilege of naming at the post any horse bred South of the Potomac, named 
Henry, two of the five horses previously .selected for the match having bmke 
down in training. Tli< y coiikisled of John and ttet'cy Jtickardf, Hyirif! Chil¬ 
ders and Washington. Wlien Col. J. lell home John Richards was his favorite; 
the next choice was Henry or Betsey Richards. Unfortunately in a trial race at 
the track of the late Bela Badger, Esq., at Bristol, Pa., John Richards met with 
an accident aad was thrown out of training, and Washington also fell amiss.— 
The two were left at Mr. Badger’s, and Col. Johnson arrived at the Union 
Course about a week previous to the match with the other three. It was not de¬ 
cided by the Southern turfmen that Henry should start until after repeated trials, 
and his perfomiance demonstrated not only the soundness of their judgment, but 
that with the exception of Eclipse, no horse in this country before or since, was 
comparable to him. The four mile distance on the Union Course being at pre¬ 
sent but 120 yards, it will be seen that the time of Henry’s first heat, (7:37) 
would have distanced Trifle, Bautmb, or Post Boy in the best heat of four 
miles they ever ran. 

Henry was foaled on tlie 17th June, 1819, and was bred by Mr. Lemuel 
Long, near Halifax, N. Carolina. He was sired by Sir Archy, his dam by 
Diomed It was a rule of the N. Y. Jockey Club at the time, that horses should 
date their age from the 1st of May; consequently, Henry who was not actually 
4 years old until the 17th of June, was obliged on the 27th of May to take up tlie 
sppropriate weight for a 4 year old, then 106 lbs, while Eclipse, being 9 years 
oU, curried weight for an aged horse, 12G lbs. The Judges appointed were Gen. 
Ridgeley, of Baltimore, Cupt. Cox, of Washington, and John Allen, Esq., of 
Pbiladelphio. 

The ill-forluae which bcfel the gallant Virginians by losing their best 
horse in the. onset, seemed to pursue them, fur scarcely had they arrived on Long 
Island, when Col. Johnson, the principal on their part, upon whose management 
and attention their success greatly depended, was seizsd with a violent indisposi. 
tion, which excited the eccentric John Randolph afterwards to remark, that 
was a supper of lobsters, and not Eclipse that beat Henry !’’ Thus the South- 
tons deprived of their leader, whose skill and judgment, whether in the way of 
Stable preparation, or generalship in the field, could hs supplied by none other, 
had to face their opponents under circumstances thus far disadvantageous. Not¬ 
withstanding these untoward events, they met the coming contest manfully, hav 
-,ng full and unimpaired confidence in their two horses, Henry and Betsey Ri 
shaitis, and backed their opinion lo the moment of starting, though it was not 
dseided until the hour had nearly arrived which would be selected, they both hav 
iag been plaud, treated alike, and equally in readiness for the contest. 

Tbs day was fins; st an sarly hour the roads radiating from the Coarse were 
covered wkh carriages, horsemen and pedestrians in an unbroken chain until the 
■oment of starting. About about half-past twelve, Henry entered the field, fol 
lowed by Eclipse, and the rival champions were thus fairly before the public—the 
principals in the match on each side confident of success. The Northern turf¬ 
men bad the utmost confidence in the bottom of Eclipse, while the time made by 
Henry in his trials was such as to induce his backers to believe be could beat the 
world. The North backed ibeir horse with spirit, but the Sooth indeed " went 
ft with perfect looseness!’’ The horses, when stripped, displayed in the highest 
agree the science and exquisite skill of their respective trainers, re-assuring ^ 
Ibousands upon thousands of the fluusring hearU collected on the Course.

fur about three fourths of the fourth round or mile, the paee,alUhi8 time, a killing 
one. It may be proper to note, lliot the course is nearly an oval, of one mile, 
with this small variation, that the buck and front arc straight lines of about a 
quarter of a mileeacli. When tlie horses were going the lust round, oeing my¬ 
self well mounted, I look my station at the coniinencement of the stretch or last 
quarter, where I expected a violent exertion would be made at this last straight 
run in, wlien they left the straiglit part on (he back of the course, ami entered 
upon tlic Inst turn. Henry was, as liereloiore, not less than three lengths in the 
clear ahead. They had not |troce«led more than twenty rods u{Kin the first part 
of the sweep, wlien Eclipse made jil.iy, and ihcsjiur ami whip wen* Ijoth applhxl 
freely ; when they were at tlie extreme point or centre of the sweep, I olwerved 
the right hand of Crafts disengaged from his hridle, niukin? free use o! his wliifi; 
when they hod swept about three fourths of the way round the turn, and liad ad¬ 
vanced within twenty-five rods of niy stutioii, 1 clearly saw ihai Crafts was 
making every exertion with both spur and whip to get Eclipse forward, and 
■corerl him sorely, IhuIi liefore. and liehind the girths; at this moment 
threw his tail into the air, ami flirted it up and down, after the manner M u (tmd 


Lunder a pull, never attempting to come up until they 
had Mh fairly enters (he straight run towards the termination of the last mile, 
and hid advanced witkia about sixty rods from lioms. Here Sir Henry being 
about five yards behind, made a dash, and ran up to Eclipse, so far aa to cover 
his quarter or haunch with his head, and fur a moment had the ap|>earance of 
Pm** ' struggle for about two hundred ysrds, wlien he 

again fell in the rear, and gave up the contest. 

Thus terminated the most interesting rsce ever run in the United States. Be¬ 
sides the original stake of $20,000 eoch, it was judged (hat upwards of $200,000 
changed hands. 

In this last lieal. Sir Henry carried 110 Ibe., being two pounds over his proper 
weight: it not being possible to bring Arthur Taylor to ride less, and although 
a small horse, and wanting twenty days of being four years old, he mWe tne 
greatest run ever witnessed in America. 

Time, this heat, 8 minutes 24 secoiult. 

Thus the three heats, or twelve miles were run in 23 minutes 504 seconds, or 
I average of 7 minutes 57 seconds each beat; or 1 minute 59 seconds per mile. 

Notwitiistandin" this defoat, the Southern sportsmen continued to be inspired 
with so much conndence in their iiorse, that they offered to renew tlie contest for 
a much larger amount, as appears by the following challenge and the answer 
(iiereto, whieb 1 give as connected with the event;— 

To John C. Strve.vs, Esq. Long Isi.anb, May 28, 1823. 

Sir,— 1 will run the horse Henry against the horse Eclipse ut Washingtoa 
city next Pull, the day before the Jockey Club Purse is run for, for any sum from 
twenty to fifty tltousimd dollars. Tlie forfeit and stake lo be deiiosiled in the 
Brunch Bank of (he United Slates at Washington, at any nameable lime, to be 
appointed by you. 

Although thie is addressed to you individually, it is intended for all tlie betters 
oil Eclipse, and if agiTeable to you and them, you may have the liUirty of sub¬ 
stituting at the starting-post, in the place of Eclipse, sny horse, n.are, or gold- 


iMirse, or one in distress and great pain; and John Biirkley, the jocfoi'y, (onri 
present trainer,) who I kept stations by my side, obsenetl, "Eclipse isdon) .’’ 
When they passed me about the commeneenieiit of tlw siretcli, seventy to eighty 
rods frem home, the 8|>ace between them was about sixteen feet, or a full length 
and a half in the clear. Here (he rider of Henry turned his liead round and took 
a view for an instant of his adversary ; Walden used neither whip or spur, but 
maintained a hard ami steady pull, under whieh his horse appeared aeciistoined 
to run. Crafts conlinned lo make tree use of the whip; Ins right liund in so 
doing was nrceesarily disengaged from iIh- bridle, Ids arm often raised high in air, 
his laxly thrown abroad, and his sent lotise and unsteady; not having strength 
to hold and gather his horse with one lininJ, and at the same lime keep his proje-r 
(xisitioii; ill order to acquire a greater piircliuse, he had thrown his bixJy quite 
back to the cimile of the saddle, stuck his fett forwaril by way of bracing him¬ 
self with the .-dd of the 8lirrii[is, ami ill lids style, he was Ixtlaboring his Imrse 
going in the last miarter. Buckley exctuimiNl, (and well lie niiglil,) " GmxlG—ij, 
look at Billy” From tluH place to the winning post. Eclipse gained but a few 
feel, Henry condng in uliead uliout a length in the clear. The shortest lime of 
this heal, as reiunnsl by the judges on the stand, was 7 min. 37| sec. 

I (Xished immediately up to the winning-post, in order to view tlic situation of 
tlie res[)ertive horses, after this very trying and severe heat; for it was in fact 
running the whole four miles. Sir Henry was less distresstd than I exfiectcd lo 
fii 

the injudic 

unnecessarily distressed him. 

Tlie incapacity of Crafts to manage Eclipse, (who required much urging, ami 
at the same time to be pulled hard,) was apparent to all: he being a slender made 
lail, in Ixxly weight about 100 lbs. only. A person intcresieii in the event, seeing 
Buckley, who had rode the horse on a former occasion, with me, requested that 1 
would keep him within coll, and ready to rule in case of an emergency. It w.is, 
however, soon settled, and announced, that Mr. Purdy would ride him (he second 
heat, ufxm which, long faces grew shorter, and northern h«>j:>c revived.—Six to 
four was, nrverthclesa, offered onthe southern horse, but no takers. 

[Mr. Purdy, who, on this occasion so mainly contributed to develupe tlie 
mighty energies of Eclipse, at the lime of the race was extensively engaged as 
housebuilder in (his rity. His skill and elegance in riding had long been the

ikI him; Eclipse also bore it well, but of the two, he appeared (he most jaded; 
lie injudicious manner in which he had l.ecn rode, hatl eerlainly annoyed, and 


licme of admiration, and he better than any roan living, probably knew the tem¬ 
per of Eclipse, and how to get his work out of him. He had frequently ridden 
him, and twice his own horse {Little John) liwl been beaten by Ellipse. Owing 
to some misunderstanding, it was determined by his owner that Purdy should 
not ride Eclipse on this occasion, notwithstanding which Purdy was so assured 
in his own mind that his services would be in request before the race was over, 
that he attended it with his scarlet silk dress on, concealed lieneath his ordinary 
suit, and with hit jockey cap and spurs in his pocket. He was determined 
Imwcver, not to ride without the reputation of his favori'- horse was jeopardized, 
knowing full well, as he did, (hat he coukl win with hinv against all coiners. Th'* 
result of the 1st heat proved tliC correctness of his opinion, and at the general so¬ 
licitation of his friends, backed by the assurance (hat Ekbpse would loee (he race 
under any other rider, he allowed himeelf to be weighed. As he came out of the 
acales, and it was announced he wee lo ride Eclipae, the assembled crowd of Nor¬ 
therners rent (be air with long reiterated acelamationa]. 

Second heat.— The hones, after a lapee of 30 minutes, were called up for a 
second heat. I attentively viewed Ektiipse while saddling, and was surmised to 
find that to appearance he had not only entirely recovered, but seemed full of met¬ 
tle, lashing and reaching out with his hind feet, anxious and impatient to renew 
thecontesL Mr Purdy having mounted his favorite, was^rfeclly at home, 
and aelf-confident. ’The eignel being again given, be went off rapkiry from the 
start; Sir Henry being now entitled to the inaide, took the track, and kept the 
lead, followed cloicly by Eclipse, wlmm Mr. Purdy at once brought to his work, 
knowing that game and stoutness was his play, and his only chance of success, 
that of driving his speedy adversary up to the top of hie rate, without giving 
him the least respite. Henry went steadily on, nearly at the top of his speed, 
keeping a gap open between himself and Eclipse of about 20 feet, without much 
variation, for about two miles and seven eighths, or until towards the conclusion 
of the third mile they had arrived nearly opposite the four mile distance post. 
Here Purdy made his run, and when they had advanced forty rwls further, 
which brought them tnthe end of the third mile, was close up, say nose and tail. 
They now entered upon the founh and last mile, which commences with a torn 
or b. Tcp. ihi moment you leave the starting post. Here the crowd was immense; 

I WHS this moment on horseback, stationed down the stretch nr eiraight run, a 
short distance below the winning post, in company with a friend, and Buckley 
the jockey, who kept close to me during tlie whole race. We pushed out into tlie 
centre, or open space of the ground, in order to obtain a moredistinrt view of the 
struggle, wWh we saw making for the lead; every thing depended upon this ef- 
fortof Purdy; well heknew it; his case was a desperate one, and required a det- 
pernie attempt; it was to risk all for all; he did not hesitate. When the horses 
^d got about one third sf tlie way round the sweep, they had to far cleared the 
crowd as to afford us a distinct view of them beroie they reached the centre of 
the turn; Eclipse had lapped Henry about head and girth, and appeared evidently 
in the act of passing. Here Buckley vociferated, "See EJchpse! look at Purdy I 
by heaven on the inside!" I was all attention. Purdy was on the left hand or 
inside of Heniy; I felt olarmed for the consequence, satisfied that he had thus 
hazarded all; I llsared that Walden would take advantage of his position, and 
by reining in, force him againet or inside one| of the polce; when they had pro¬ 
ceeded alitilc more than half wav round the sweep, the liorses were a dead lap ; 
when about three fourths ronni. Eclipse’s quarter covered Henry’s head and 
neck and just they had finished the bend, and were entering upon the straight 
run, which extends along the back part of the course, Eelipee mr the first time 
was feirly clear, and abe^. He now with the help of the persuaders, whieh 
were freely beetowed, kept up hie run, and continued gradually, though slowly, 
to gain during the remaining three quarters of a mile, and came in about two 
lengths ahead. At they passed up the stretch or Isst quarter of a mile, the shout¬ 
ing, clappingof bands, waiving of handkerchiefs, long and loud applause sent 
forth by tlie^lipte party, exceeded ell deecrip'.ion; it teemed to roll along the 
track as the horses aovanc^, resembling the loud and reiterated shout oi^con- 
tending armies. 

Time, this second heat, 7 minutes 49 seconds. 

Third heat.— It was now given out. that in place of the boy Walden, who 
had r^e Sir Henry the two preceding neats, that Arthur Taylor, a trainer of 
great experience. |and long a rider, equalled by few, and surpassed by none, 
would ride him thie Isst and decisive heat. At the expiration of 30 minutes the 
horses were once more niminoned to the starting post, and Pjirdy and Taylor 
mounted; the word being given, (key went off st a tjuick rau; Purdy now taking 
the lead, and pushing Edipso from the score; and indeed, the whole four milec, 
applying the whip and spur incessantly, evidently resolved to give Sir Henry no 
r«epite,but to cause him if determined to trail, to employ all Ms speed and 
strength, without keeping anything in reserve for the run irt Sir Heary con 


ing, foaled anil owned on the Nortliern and Eastern side of the North river, pro¬ 
vided I have the lilicrty of aubstitutiiig in the place of Henry, ut tlie starting-post, 
any horsi-, mare, or gelding, foaled and owned on the South side of tlie Potomac. 
As we propose running at Washington city, die rules of iliat Jockey Club mtist 
govern of course. I am recspecifully yours, Willu.m R. Joiin.so.n.

But even they do not hesitati* to believe, that old age and hard service 
irtay one day acruni|ilish what strength and flcctnets, directed by consummate 
skill, 1)08 hitlierto failed to acri niplish. 

For Mr. Van Ranst I answer, that he owes it to the Association wlto have ao 
confidently supporterl him, lo the btute at large, who have fell arxl expressed so 
much interest in his success, and to himself as a man, not totn*ly divested of feel¬ 
ing, never, on any ronsideraiion, lo risk the life or reniitstiun of the noble ani¬ 
mal, w hose generous and aliuusi incredible exertions have goinrd for the North 
so sigisul a vieioiy, and for hiiusi'lf such well-earned and never failing renown.
